The franc, which has fallen in value 
at home, retains a greater purchas- 
ing power in St. Pierre than in Paris. 
Many of their goods are imported 
duty free from France, instead of 
from the mainland of North America. 
Solution of Liquor Problem 


"* Ys argued that if the islands 
were transferred to American na- 
tionality, it might be of benefit to 
all parties concerned. France owes 
the United States tremendous sums, 
and even the small price which the 
barren little islands would be worth 
might be acceptable. 
States and Canada the transfer 
would mean the elimination of an 
international liquor nuisance right 
at their back door. If the islands 
were transferred, the French fish- 
ing rights, it is said, coula -be pre- 
served for the old country, while 
the inhabitants would be satisfied if 
they received some slight compensa- 
tien for the elimination of their 
trade in intoxicantse—which, it must 
he remembered, is perfectly legal.

To Discuss Chinese Situation 

There is reason to believe that the 
two most important subjects to be 
discussed between Mr. Kellogg and 
President Coolidge are those regard- 
ing the Chinese and debt situations. 

A certain amount of reluctance 


has arisen abroad toward participa- 
tion in the proposed conference on 
the Chinese question. Mr. Kellosg 
Nas taken a stand in favor of a Gis- 
‘cussion between the powers signa- 
tory to the nine-power treaty of the 
Washington conference relating to 
China and the governments whose 
representatives approved a _ resolu- 
tion then dealing with extraterritor- 
ial rights in the Far East. 

While none of the governments, in- 
cluding Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, the 
and Portugal, has actually declined 
to participate in the conference, their 
objections as to the method and time 
of such a meeting have been such as 
to give Mr. Kellogg some concern. 

Need For Conference Seen. 

It is the secretary's belief that a 
conference should be held as soon as 
possible to keep faith with China 
in carrying into effect the promises 
stipulated by the resolution and to 
call upon the various governments 
to give assistance toward the at- 
tainment by the Chinese Government 
of its desire to reform its judicial 
system and to obtain freedom from 
worry over troublesome special priv- 
ileges enjoyed by foreigners’ in 
China. 
| Relinquishment of extraterritorial 
rights in China, it is believed here, 
would go far toward the elimination 
of friction between foreigners and 
Chinese, .a principal cause for re- 
eent riots in Shanghai, Canton, Pe- 
‘king and other Chinese centers.

Thus, at 
the present time, according to the 
China Year Book, only 27,782 west- 
erners in China receive such pro- 
tection, while 65,553 are without it. 
These figures, of course, leave out 
of account the 144,434 Japanese who 
have extraterritorial. rights. 
China’s Demands 

In proceeding to a discussion of 
this and other questions between the 
powers and China, two definite dim- 
culties become evident.

HISTORIC FRIGATE 


Repairs to Old Ship Must Be 
Made While She Is Afloat 


Lieut. John A. Lord, U. 8S. N., the 
haval constructor who has been as- 
signed the task of rebuilding the 
U. S. Constitution, after a survey 
has reported to Rear Admiral! L. R. 


de Steiguer, Commandant of the 
First Naval District, that any attempt 
to dock the historic ship in her 
present condition might result in her 
collapse and make her restoration 
impossble. 

Most of the job of rebuilding “Old 
‘Ironsides” must be done while she is 
lafioat, for the moment that she rests 
on her keel and on bilge blocks in 
drydock the vertical pressure on the 
center lines of the badly decayed 
frigate will cause her decks to buckle, 
and in all probability fall to pieces, 
he says. This was the fate of the old 
wooden frigate “Richmond” some 
years ago when she was placed in 
drydock at the Norfolk Navy Yard. 
Her decks buckled and her lines be- 
came so distorted that the Navy De- 
partment was forced to condemn her. 

While the Constitution is afloat the 
pressure is evenly distributed, and 
the work of rebuilding above the 
water line will proceed without mis- 
hap. Then, with proper shoring she 
can be placed in a drydock to have 
her hull rebuilt.

There are now 155 junior high 
schools in Massachusetts. Most of 
the towns having them report a 
longer school record for the chil- 
dren.

"E HAVE seen too clearly in 
‘our own days that sure, swift 
“" precess by which the great 
towns have stalked {rom thei- fast- 
nesses and, holding hich their ban- 
ners of smoke, have set foot on green 
felds, stormed the hills, methodi- 
cally invested the farther valleys. 
Wheat bows the head. Orchards are 
despoiled. The dispossessed birds 
Waver into diminished solitudes. 
Shall the day come when from shore 
to shore the tentacular towns have 
So seized the land that green grass 
is. cultivated curiously within rail- 
imgs; that where beaver and fox, 
hare : =: squirrel once lived, only 
che gray cxt slinks stealthily? Who 
knows? Perhaps the day of the great 
towns draws to an end. Perhaps 
Peace, extracting from a stone more 
power than a bundred coal-galleries, 
will obliterate them, to leave roou 
for the essential genius of England, 
the little cities. 

Yet do not despair. Still hidden in 
the folds of yellow hills, still slum- 
bering by the side of far estuaries, 
still quiet behind woods in great 
lonely flatlands, the little cities live. 


They are far from smoke and clam- 
ors. They are guarded securely by 
poetry, and bells wrap them with 
magic. Their tiny towers hover .be- 
uevolently over th2 laughter of chil- 
dren. Cows amble through the streets 
to pasture. Cocks are audacious, 
dogs friendly. The linen of the wom- 
en is white as the milk they churn. 
The eyes of the men are blue and 
their brows broad as the sky that 
instructs .hem in their sowing and 
reaping. 

The little cities of England -hark 
vack to no Reman memoriss. They 
are not placed on those grei: roads 
which run inexorably as a ~endetta. 


Their masonry is built not to defy 


the weather, like an enemy, but to 
be colored with it, mellowed, like a 
friend. The little cities have no 
truck with industria) revolutions. 
Their low rooms are a-shimmer with 
lamplight, not vacuous with the blank 
eve of the electric globe. If you 
shall place them in time at all (and 
like their own elms, like the Parthe- 
non, like Provence, they seem to be 
part of the world’s beauty, uncondi- 
tioned by time) they are of the 
Gothic mood. 

And yet the little cities do not 
wholly need Gothic stone and cobbled 
streets io achieve this lovely seclu- 
sion.

[t would be interesting to follow the 
course of reasoning,—if such there 
were, by which the conclusion 
reached that a healthy body makes a 
healthy mind. Might it not be just as 
reasonable to say that a very finely 
constructed blackboard makes correct 
solutions of mathematical problems? 
But is it not quite plain that material 
Preany saytage are subject to our think- 
ing? Do the canvas, the brush, and 
the color dictate the picture to be 
painted, or does the artist’s thought 
ntrol the finished painting? 
When we begin to see that true 
‘thinking is true living, and that every- 
thing which goes to make up our 
daily existence is either thought or 
‘the product of thought, we begin to 
see the desirability—yea, the neces- 
sity—not only of refusing to seek the 
picture of error, but of erasing it 
when it intrudes itself upon our con- 
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sciousness. At this point the questio 

may be raised, How can this be done? 
The question is one of great moment. . 
It concerns all mankind, because all 
are secking surcease from mental as 
well as bodily ills. The. answer may 
be found in Christian Science; and . 
turning to page 264 of the textbook, — 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy, we 
read this satisfying sentence: “The 
crude creations of mortal thought 


must finally give place to the glorious 
forms which we sometimes behold in | 
the camera of divine Mind, when the 
mental picture is spiritual and eter- | 
nal,” These “crude creations of mor- _, 
tal thought,” as has been pointed out, - 
are sin, sickness, sorrow, lack, and 
so on, and they yield through turn- 
ing thought to God, divine Mind; and | 
this is scientific control of thought, 
or spiritual healing. And it is the 
only means by which the picture of 
error, with its attendant ills, cam be 
effectively and permanently erased. 

When, as taught in Christian Sci- 
ence, we learn that all power is of 
God, and that adherence to any other 
so-called power is sure to result in 
conditions which we do not want, we 
shall find ourselves striving to erase 
the picture which error would hold 
before our gaze. To turn thought 
Godward and to hold it there is to 
have a healthy condition of thought. 
It not only erases erroneous pictures, 
but causes them to “give place to the 
glorious forms” in which there is no 
error whatsoever. This healthy con- 
dition of thought is followed, by a 
healthy condition of body; for the 
body expresses thought in this re- 
spect as surely as in any other. No- 
body doubts the ability of thought to 
control certain of the actions of the 
body. Why, then, should there be any 
doubt that all the actions and condi- 
tions of the body are similarly con- 
trolled? 

Let those who come into possession 
of this “pearl of great price’—this . 
understanding of mental causation, . 
with its unlimited blessings—begin - 
by ruling out of thought that which 
‘is obviously not helpful, but harmful, . 
‘Let them make the start toward eras- 
ing the pictures of error: and even if 
the way be not clear, this should not . 
cefer the start. In the words of Paul 
to the Philippians, “If there be any 
virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on these things.” On page 326 
of the Christian Science textbook Mrs. 
Eddy has given the encouraging prom- 
ise, which has already been proved 
true in countless thousands of cases. 
and which is as true in one case as 
another, — namely, “Working and , 
praying with true motives, your 
Father will open the way.”

BOMBAY RESISTS 
COTTON EXCISE) 


Memorial ‘eicinated by Mill 
Owners to, Viceroy, Pro- 
testing Duty 


BOMBAY, June 2 (Special Corre. 
spondence)—-The Millowners’ Asso- 
ciation of Bombay and Ahmedabad 
have presented their memorial to the 
Viceroy, protesting against the con- 
tinuance of the cotton excise duty. 
They claim that the duty was levied 


by the Government of India, not on 
their own initiative bat under pres. 
sure from Imperial Government, as 
was admitted at the time by Sir 
James Westland. the then Finance 
Member of the Government of India. 
Since the date of its imposition, the 
cotton excise duty has evoked bitter 
resentment among people of all 
shades of opinion, both official and 
non-official, and it has been con- 
demned on all hands as violating the 
recognized fundamentals of taxation, 
being a tax on the production of a 
prime necessity of life. 

Continuing, the memorial states 
that in 1916. on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of India, Lord Hardinge 
solemnly pledged the abolition of the 
tax. Austen Chamberlain, speaking 
on the duty in the House of Com- 
mons, said “it has offered a. ready 
weapon to every ill-wisher of our 
rule, it has been the theme of 
every seditious writer, ft rankles as 
an injustice and an indignity in the 
mind @f every loyal Indian.”

Brushing aside the apparent in- 
eonsistency of America complaining 
about restraint of trade, in view of | 


the unprecedented tariff wall which | 


now surrounds the United States, it 


is pointed out that the Stevenson act | 


was a measure to save the rubber- 
producing industry from practical 
extinction at a time when -prices 
were far below the cost of produc- 
tion and when a great amount of 
rubber acreage would -have been 
abandoned, had 
hope of rescue held out to the grow- 
s.by a promise of better conditions 
when the act came into operation. 


Rubber Growing Hazardous 


Obviously, if a large part of the 
world’s rubber acreage had been 
abandoned in 1921 and 1922, the 
present situation would be very 
much aggravated and the price of 
rubber far higher than it is. Rubber 
men are unanimous in pointing out 
that the Stevenson act was the in- 
dustry’s only means of preservation, 
an end just as much in the interest 
of consumers as producers. 

Another point which is made 
that growing rubber is. and always 
has been, a highly hazardous under- 
taking. Rubber is a captious crop 
and its insect and other enemies are 
lecion. Nothing but years of hard. 
unrelenting labor. during which no 
return can possibly be had on the 
investment, can build up a rubber 
plantation and the returns even then 
are doubtful. as many Americans 
who have invested approximately 
$500,000,000 in tropical enterprises in 
Mexico are’sadly aware. 

Price Will Drop 

It is further pointed out that no 
pne expects the present high price of 
rubber to be long maintained. Al! 
ihe big companies are selling rubber 
for future delivery at from 33 to 50 


is 


cents a pound, against the present | 


spot price of 75 cénts. If there were 
any likelihood of the price remain- 
ing abnormally high the shares of 
rubber companies on the London and 


other stock exchanges would quickly | — 


advance, but the fact is they have not 
done so. 

British rubber growers do not be- 
lieve their present 80 per cent domi- 
nation of the industry is likely to be 
disturbed. Of total world production, 
the British have roughly 80 per cent, 
se Dutch 15 per cent, the French 

4 per cent and the Americans 214 
per cent. 

It takes five years to mature a rub- 
be. tree and the unmatured trees 
now growing, while they will add 
greatly to world supplies, will not 
greatly change these ratios. Grow- 
ing rubber is largely a question of 
labor supply. and while soil and cli- 
matic conditions are equally favora- 
ble in various parts of the world, in- 
cluding Mexico, Africa, and the Phil- 
ippines, it so happens that labor con- 
ditions are more favorable in those 
parts of the Far East-controlled by 
England and ‘Holland.

States. It appears that 
by general agreement 

among the so-called In- 
s . dependent or Progressive 
L political groups it had 
been decided that the mantle of Senator La 
Follette should fall upon the shoulders of the 
Nebraskan, himself a Republican, but counted, 
rightly or wrongly, among the sympathizers 
who supported the plan to oppose the election 
of the regular Republican national and con- 
gressional tickets in November last. It is re- 
called that even in Senator Norris’s own ‘State 
his “regularity” was at one time seriously 
doubted and his right to succeed himself in the 
United States Senate questioned. Whatever the 
srounds upon which he was thus judged may 
have been, he seems now to have made his 
actual position absolutely clear. He disqualifies 
himself, unhesitatingly, as the leader of any 
Third Party movement. 

Senator Norris expresses the conviction that 
the great need of the American people is less 
partisanship in politics, rather than more. As 
for himself, he says party ties rest lightly upon 
him. “‘My idea,” he declares, “is _ one of the 
greatest evils of government is that so many 


people tie themselves up to a.party, when as a 


matter of fact it seems to me they ought to be 
independent of all parties.”” He concedes, as all 
reasonable persons must admit, that under 
existing conditions political parties, both in the 
Nation and in the several states, are necessary, 
but they are necessary, it may be, only as in- 
strumentalities of government. He insists that 
there is nothing sacred or binding in one’s party 
affiliations. Men and women should never hesi- 
tate to refuse support to party nominees “when- 
ever they believe the men nominated, if elected, 
would not make good officials.” 7 

There is much more in the enunciation of this 
broad declaration of what might be termed a 
universality in politics than the mere refusal to 
accept the leadership of a decadent Third Party 
movement. There is a ringing declaration of 
political independence, which will reach an 
echoing chord in the hearts and consciences of 
millions of Americans. The time has passed 
when the impassioned pronouncements of rival 
party leaders can inflame and prejudice the 
thoughts of a people whose continued safety 
and progress depend upon their ability and will- 
ingness to govern themselves aright. No 
national election in recent years has been de- 
cided by what could be regarded as a strict 
partisan vote. Presidents are chosen by those 
who, refusing to be bound by party traditions, 
vote for the candidates whom they believe to be 
best qualified and best fitted to serve the coun- 
try as a whole. 

It might be difficult to convince the willing 
servants of the party machines that the unmis- 
takable tendency of the times is away from 
partisanship in politics, rather than toward a 
more hard and fast alliance among the follow- 
ers of even victorious party banners. The advo- 
cates of party solidarity would probably point 
to the tremendous popular majority for the suc- 
cessful national ticket in the last election. They 
might pridefully claim this as a convincing testi- 
mony of the righteousness of the cause for 
which their party stood, and for which 
it still stands. But they might profitably 
look back to the elections of 1912 and 1916. 
They would see in those events an exemplifica- 
tion of the potency of exactly the same pro- 
gressive popular forces ‘which carried the elec- 
tion in 1920 and again in 1924. If for a moment 
they presume that the strength latterly mani- 
fested is the strength of the Republican Party, 
any more than that in the two earlier elections 
it was the strength of the Democratic Party, 
_ they are calculating upon support that may be 
withdrawn as readily and as quickly as it was 
given. 

No state of political gonsciousness could pos-

industry. In one form or another questions re- 
-lating to the production and sale of articles 
made by prison inmates have been a subject of 
controversy for more than twenty years, but 
while some progress has been made in the 
direction of what is regarded as necessary regu- 
lation, there are still defects and abuses that 
call for remedial laws. 

The federal Government has recognized the 
manifest unfairness of the competition of con- 
yict labor with free industry, by prohibiting 
absolutely the importation of all foreign prison 
products. While thus putting under the ban 
articles made in foreign countries by convicts, 
the Congress bas failed to require that in in- 


terstate commerce goods made in American 
prisons should be so labeled that their .char- 


_ acter may be known to the consuming public. 


It is urged, on behalf of the private industries 
with which prison products compete, that a 
great many persons would refuse to buy articles 


| made by convicts, because of their desire that 


Capital and labor engaged in free industries 


_ Should not be undersold by prison-made goods, 
and that they should have an opportunity for 
_ Selecting the kind of articles that they prefer. 


With this end in view, the bill introduced by 
senator Fess of Ohio in the Sixty-Eighth Con- 
gress, providing that it shall be unlawful to sell 


or ship in interstate commerce articles made 


in any state or federal prison, unless stich ar- 


_ ticles are conspicuously marked so as to show 
| that they were made by convict labor, will be 


submitted to the Sixty-Ninth Congress, and it 
is believed that the pressure of public senti- 


ment will be found so strong as to insure its 
| enactment. ; 


In the field of state legislation, the movement 


| for protecting free labor against the competi- 
_ tion of cheap prison goods is aimed to secure 
_the enactment of laws providing that the 


“prison contract” system be eliminated, and 


| that state governments use prison labor only 
| to supply the needs of their various public in- 


stitutions for such articles as can be best made 
by the convicts, A number of states have al- 
ready provided for the utilization of prison 
labor in furnishing a part of their supplies, and 
wherever this experiment has been tried it has 
been found advantageous to both the state and 
the prisoners themselves, who are freed from 
the abuses that had grown up under the “con- 
tract” system.

State use only, there has been developed a prac- 
tical program of -vocational training for the 
prisoners, so that, when a convict is released, 
he will be able to find employment as a part of 
the working community. In view of the excel- 
lent results already obtained in such states as 
New York, New Jersey, Ohio and Massachusetts 
under this plan, it would seem that efforts to 
extend the plan to all other states should re- 
ceive the support of all citizens desirous of solv- 
ing the correctional problems of the prison 
population.

Not only the talents and training of Dr. 
Little, but also the critical situations at both 
Orono and Ann Arbor make this a specially 
propitious time for the new arrangement of 
leadership to take effect: Dr. Little, through 
his graduation at Harvard, his experience as 
secretary to the corporation of that university, 
his position as assistant dean of Harvard Col- 
lege, his association with the Carnegié Insti- 
tute of Experimental Evolution and his three 
years:in the presidency’ of the University of 
Maine, has had a course of training peculiarly 


adapted to fit him for command in the dual task 


of university administration on a great scale 


and the advancement of learning with the aid 


of enormous facilities and resources. 

At the University of Maine he has proved the 
power of his personal influence with students, 
faculty and friends of higher education through- 
out the State. He demonstrated his ability both 
as an executive in business management and‘as 


| an educator with far-seeing vision. Public and 


political sentiment in. Maine, however, ap- 
parently was nat ready to back the university 
with financial support sufficient to enable it to 
go forward on the lines that had been mapped 
out for it. The generous tribute.of the trustees 
of the university in,accepting, Dr. Little’s resig- 
nation and their regret at parting with him in- 


dicate the crisis that exists at Orono in these 


words: ‘During his three years’ stay in Maine 
he has demonstrated his ability as an educator, 
has impressed his personality on the institution 


of which he has been in charge, has visualized 


its needs and set up a program of advancement 
which eventually must be accepted by the State 
and put into operation.” Everyone interested 
in public education in the eastern states will 
watch sharply to see how Maine meets this 
challenge. 

At Ann Arbor, Dr. Little will find himself in a 
far different atmosphere from that at Orono. He 
will begin his new work in a state whose public 


_ sentiment warmly supports its university finan- 
cially and looks for a progressive educational 


policy. He will have to deal with legislators 
who, while they sometimes halt and hesitate, 
are in the main actively friendly to the univer- 
sity and who proved their loyalty to higher 
ideals in education during Dr. Burton's short 
incumbency of the presidency by enabling it to 
more than double its. physical capacity and 
material equipment. He will meet a body of 
alumni great in numbers and brimming with 
practical loyalty to the institution. The foun- 


| dations of the structure whose completion and 


future work he is to supervise have been laid 
deep and strong. His problem will be to bring 
to fruition the great undertaking so nobly 
planned and to guide its development toward 
larger, higher usefulness. That is the crisis at 
Ann Arbor, 

Dr. Little goes to this task that will test all 
his powers with an equipment of youth, energy, 
ability and special training that make him 
peculiarly fitted to meet it. Friends of higher 
education and students of the problems of 
democracy everywhere will follow the results of 
his new leadership with keen interest and high

fore, needed, though it is not likely that they will 
come until there is a general reorganization of 
governmental affairs on an efficiency. basis, as 


ure now pending. Econgmy, declared Mr. Bone, 
if nothing else, calls for a change. And though 


_ Similar statements have been made many times 


before, their force is not lost by this fact. Un- 
due and unnecessary expenditures never make 
for efficiency of government. 

In thus explaining what, in his view, consti- 
tutes the basis of Alaska’s problems, Mr. Bone 
does not, of course, give expression to any par- 
tichlarly new ideas. He is in favor of the terri- 
torial system of government, because of its sim- 


plicity, and he explains that his experience has 
caused him to see that, in contrast with the com- 
plex federal system, it is markedly efficient and 


businesslike. But primarily those problems which 


hamper a country’s growth must be met within 
the region itself. The present system may be un- 
' conducive to growth and development, whereas 


many of these problems would solve themselves 


with population; but as the people of a territory 
come more and more to recognize their possibil- 
ities for development, the shackles apparently 
preventing it from manifesting its normal 
growth should gradually disappear of them- 
selves. Meanwhile former Governor Bone’'s con- 


clusions after four vears as Alaska's chief execu- 


tive are worthy of more than usual considera- 
tion, for the fact remains uncontradicted that 
Alaska is blessed with more than ordinarily 
bountiful resources, and should be given the 
greatest freedom for their cultivation and ade- 
quate development. 


Editorial Notes 


Some most illuminating statements were 
made at the annual general meeting of the 
Roval Society of Tropical Medicine and Hy- 
giene held recently in London, relative to the 
manner in which drugs exercise their alleged 
curative action. Dr. Warrington Yorke, an au- 
thority upon the subject of malaria and para- 
sitical diseases, intimated, for instance, that 
quinine is not, as is commonly believed, a spe- 
cific poison for the malaria parasites, but that, 
after absorption by the human organism, it “is 
in some way modified by the body cells and 
thereby changed into a substance which is lethal 
to them.” Thus, he explained, to some extent 
a cure depends on the man himself, and any 
factor which reduces his power of self-help must 
reduce his hope of cure. And then he added: 

What these’ factors are we can only speculate, but 
they may’ well. be deficient nutrition, ill-health due to 
extraneous Causes, exhaustion and strain, repeated infec- 
tion, and lastly, and possibly not least, overdosing with 
quinine. 

When it is recalled that big doses of quinine 
have in the past been by no means the excep- 
tion, the significance of the last few words of 
Dr. Yorke’s comment will be better appreciated.

In a recent article on “How Old Is -Ice 
Cream?” various facts are recorded which make 
entertaining reading. For.instance, we learn 
that Thomas D. Cutler, editor of the Ice Cream 
Trade Journal, is authority for the statement 
that ice cream originated in Italy before 1600. 
Also that, so far as advertisements show, Joseph 
Crowe of New York was the first to make ice 
cream in the United States, this individual 
having run an announcement in the Post Boy in 


1786. And then we are informed that, if the ice 
' cream consumed in the United States in one 
| year were put into one cone, it would tower over 
the Washington Monument: that more than 
700,000 cows supply the cream, and that most of 
the eggs used in the trade come from China. 


_ All of which is highly interesting. But are we 
_to draw the conclusion from these latter facts 


that honest-to-goodness cream and eggs really 
enter into the composition of everything sold 
as ice cream? Alas, we wish we could believe it. 


Deserving of the widest publicity are the 
findings of Prof. Reid Hunt, of the Medical 


School of Harvard University, regarding the 
noxious nature of the German methanol, or 
synthetic wood alcohol, which is now being im- 
ported in such great quantities into the United 
States. “It can confidently be predicted,” he 
stated in a recently published report, “that the 
use of the synthetic methanol as a beverage or 
as an adulterant will be followed by the same 
disastrous effects to life and vision as have 
characterized such uses of wood alcohol.” And 
to this plain statement he added this significant 
comment; 

Those who are circulating the .report that the syn- 
thetic methanol is not poisonous are not only stating an 
untruth but are assuming a grave responsibility, for 


death or blindness will inevitably be the fate of a number 
of those who may be misled by such statements and at-

A revolutionary scheme to solve London's traffic prob- 
lem by diverting the River Thames has been brought 
forward here by Col. Henry W. Burton, Conservative 
Member of Parliament for Sudbury. The Thames now 
makes a great loop through London, and the proposal 
is to eliminate this by eutting a new straight channel 
from Vauxhall Bridge, where the loop begins, to South- 
wark Park, where it ends. This would leave high and 
dry some of the most farnous buildings in London, in- 
cluding Westminster, Waterloo, Blackfriars, London and 
Tower bridges. Incidentally it. would also deprive the 
House of Commons of the historic water front overlook- 
ing which is the terrace, where members of Parliament

solved for many years to come by the opening of the 
Littleton Reservoir, one of the most important additions | 


ever made to the city’s avatelr system. Before the new 


reservoil 


has a rather intimate connection with fhis phase of 
London’s life, it being Henry III who fifst granted, in 
1236, liberty to the citizens of London to bring water 
from Tyburn to the City through leaden pipes. A sur- 
viving relic of this period is the name of Lamb’s Conduit 
Street in Bloomsbury. Many later kings had financial 
interests in the water companies that were formed, until 
comparatively recent times when water supply became 
municipally owned. About 60 per cent of London's water 
now comes from the Thames, and the amount delivered 
daily to every man, woman and child is roughly an 
average of a barrel a day.

The inroads of the Internal combustion engine upon 
the fleld hitherto held by steam have been so much adver- 
tised that it.is instructive to find an expert who holds 
that a movement in the opposite direction has begun. 
Presiding at the last annual meeting at Cardiff of the 
Inatitute of Mining Engineers, Dr. John 8S. Haldane, 
director of the mining research laboratory of Birming- 
ham University, looked forward to the use of steam power 
even for airplanes and automobiles, This he held would 
become possible in a not very remote future with the 
use of oil fuel combined with increased steam pressure. 
Boilers and engines, he said, could be reduced in size 


as the pressure went up, so as to become both smaller | 


and lighter than internal combustion arrangements of

to be dissipated in order to prevent temperatures above 
those that steel would stand.
